Irwin Memorial Trophy. This tro- 
phy will be donated by the Anti-Pan 
Club to' the social club that ranks 
highest in the competition for the 
annual All-Club Sing. 

The All-Club Sing, which was 
originated by Dean Irwin to help 
stimulate the enjoyment of group 
singing in campus life, is sponsored 
each February by the Ward-Belmont 
Conservatory of Music. Each social 
club participates in the competition, 
offering two vocal numbers. The se- 
lections will be judged on the basis 
of quality, suitability, and presenta- 
tion. 

Dean Alan Irwin in whose mem- 
ory the trophy will be given, was 
head of the Ward-Belmont Conserva- 
tory from 1940 until his 
cup will bear the inscription, "Mem- 
ory of Alan Irwin," and will also 
carry the name of the winning club 
for each year of competition.

The Roundtable Club will hold its 
January meeting on Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 17.

He closed the talk by urging each 
student to study herself and uncover 
her potential talents and to make use 
of them while working toward her 
goal in life.

Is Presented in 
Recital Series 

The Ward-Belmont Artist Series 
began on Thursday, January 12, 
when Robert Rounseville, tenor, and 
Lional Nowak, pianist, were heard 
in a recital. 

After several seasons in light opera 
Robert Rounseville was engaged to 
make his debut in grand opera at the 
Berkshire Festival in 1948, appearing 
in "La Traviata." 
so pronounced that he was immedi- 
ately booked by the New York City 
Opera Company, with which he has 
sung the role of Pelleas in Debussy's 
"Pelleas and Melisande," and Hoff- 
man in "Tales of Hoffman." He has 
recently won high praise from lead- 
ing New York critics for his out- 
standing performance in Prokofieff's 
"Love of Three Oranges." 

Mr. Nowak is both composer and 
pianist. He appeared as soloist in his 
home town, Cleveland, Ohio, with the 
Cleveland Symphony Orchestra, at 
the age of eleven. He received both 
the Bachelor of Music (in piano) 
and the Master of Music (in com- 
position) from the Cleveland Insti- 
tute of Music, and later studied with 
Walter Gieseking in Berlin. 

Both artists spent Thursday on the 
campus and appeared at the Thurs- 
day chapel period, as well as at the 
formal evening recital.

Phi Theta Kappa Taps Members 



Professor Marchant of Vanderbilt 
University was the guest speaker of 
the Round Table Club on Tuesday 
night, January 17.- He spoke on 
§outh America. 

"In South America," said Professor 
Marchant, "the last four or five years 
since the war have proved very im- 
portant ones. Brazil's government of 
fifteen years was replaced with a new 
type of government associated with 
the Democratic system. Instead of the 
old dictatorship, the president is now 
ruled by the dominance of big busi- 
ness men, the army, and the church, 
all of which are conservative." 

A civic revolution has taken place 
in Columbia; however, there has been 
no change of conditions. The con- 
servative type of government has been 
re-affirmed. The country of Bolivia 
has added a note of dependability by 
declaring a "state of seige," giving 
the Bolivians the necessary powers to 
control conditions in the country. 

In Peru the most apparent situa- 
tion or problem is the struggle be- 
tween the Indians, whose lands will no 
longer grow crops, against the land- 
owners who have good land but pre- 
vent the Indians from using it. As a 
result the Indians have been starving. 

"The Pan-American Union, con- 
tinued Professor Marchant, "is form- 
ally non-political, but is now backed 
up by military alliances. The U.S. Sec- 
retary of State and the other officials 
have been too busy paying attention 
to Russia's ftiterests in the European 
countries to notice what is going on 
in Latin America. This lack of inter- 
est displayed by the U. S. is produc- 
ing a dangerous situation, for in a

Betty Lee Simms took as her topic 
the International Relief organization 
for students. She described the rest 
centers that the association provides 
for European youth and the help that 
the Fund gives to displaced students. 
The Fund is now offering scholar- 
ships in American colleges for these 
students. She closed her talk with a 
plea to the student body to join whole 
heartedly in the local WSSF drive.

explained the change in positions of 
the sun which affect both countries 
similarly. She then attempted to give 
us an idea of the Chinese and China 
today. In a comparison of the social 
life of young people, she expressed her 
approval of our custom of dating in 
this country. She gave a number of 
examples of the relationship between 
the sexes in her country in the days 
of her grandmother down to the pres- 
ent day. Following this, she com- 
mented on the difficulties that the 
Chinese students encounter while pur- 
suing an education. 

She cited their self-discipline as a 
natural and necessary outgrowth of 
the post-war conditions. Her talk was 
punctuated with many amusing inci- 
dents which she has had while in 
this country. She stressed the appre- 
ciation of the people of China for the 
help given them during and after the 
World War by the citizens of the 
United States. She pointed out that 
the soldiers from this country, serving' 
in China, were held in high esteem 
by all of her countrymen. Upon clos- 
ing she stated that from her relation- 
ships with Americans she has con- 
cluded that they are "wonderful ei- 
ther abroad or at home."

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Speaker Discusses dean Announces 
World Government Plans for Annual 




Mr. Fyke Farmer, ex-president of 
the United Nations in Nashville, was 
the guest speaker at Chapel Monday, 
January I. Mr. Farmer, a member of 
the World Federation Organization, 



He explained to the student body 
that last August there convened at 
Stockholm, Sweden, a World Con- 
gress at the Parliament House. 
Twenty countries were represented in 
this assembly which met August 29, 
through September 4. 

The speaker stated that the United 
Nations is a debating society, rather 
than a government. Not elected by 
the people, the organization's only 
authority is to meet and discuss. Al- 
though the United Nations could not 
prevent a war between the United 
States and Russia, the organization 
has proved that it can help to solve 
some of the smaller problems of the 
world. "There is no sense to the as- 
sumption that we need have another 
war," commented the speaker. "There 
is a proposed plan by which we would 
organize a World Government that 
would protect all people from war. 
This would necessitate a world con- 
stitutional convention similar to our 
constitutional convention of 1787, the 
result of which was our Federal Con- 
stitution. A world constitution is 
needed which all of the countries of 
the world could accept." 

A convention of this type is to be 
held in Geneva in December of 1950. 

states to elect three delegates to the 
Geneva conference. The countries of 
western Europe are now stimulating 
interest in this movement. Included 
among the countries interested in 
forming a World Government are 
Finland, Holland, Germany, Belg- 
ium, France, and England. The dele- 
gates have authority, by virtue of 
their ejection, to decide what powers

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Often times in our lives, too few of us re- 
member to set aside a little time to take inven- 
tory of ourselves. Our daily concerns include 
only tests, meetings, "play time" in the tea-hole 
and club village, dates, that minute for a quick 
cigarette in the smoker, outside reading, and 
math problems. All of these things are very 
necessary to life at Ward-Belmont, but are we 
overlooking the thing that is most essential to 
any well-rounded and happy life? 

In school our development should be three- 
fold: mental, physical, and moral.

For this reason, the administration re- 
quires that we leave the dorms on Sunday morn- 
ings, but does not send someone to check on our 
whereabouts during that hour and a half; rather 
we are put on our honor. Then who is the real 
loser if we choose to to sit in a drugstore or res- 
taurant at this time?

the World Government would have. 

Mr. Farmer emphasized the fact 
that, although it is not expected that 
there will be many delegates present, 
we must make a start and decide how 
to set up a World Government. 

The constitution will be drawn up, 
presented to the peoples of the 
world, and voted on by them to de- 
cide if they wish to live under a 
World Government. We will still 
have our individual governments; the 
other will merely solve and decide on 
world problems. 

Having spent the last four months 
in China and abroad, the speaker 
stated that the people there share the 
same idea as" we do. However, the 
people situated in the countries bor- 
dering Russia have less fear of com- 
munism and a future war than do 
the people of the United States. 

'We must do our part," he con- 
cluded, "and demonstrate to the rest 
of the world that we, as a nation, 
are not thinking of war with our 
Hydrogen and Atom bombs."

A few months later there was 
the formation of the two political di- 
visions in Germany — three-fourths of 
the country became a democracy 
while the remaining fourth became 
communistic. 

China was conquered by the Com- 
munists, excepting the island of For- 
mosa. 

Two days after Christmas the 
Dutch East Indies became a new re- 
public. On the last day of nineteen 
forty-nine, the wofld was greeted 
with the announcement that the U. S. 
would go forward with our work on 
the H bomb. From January 27 
through the next two weeks the plans 
of the world were greatly changed. 
The position of our Executive and 
Legislative departments changed 
overnight. The question of armament 
became ever important and the pos- 
sibility of Russia and the U. S. af- 
fecting an agreement became a promi- 
nent issue for discussion and con- 
templation. The Marshal Plan be- 
came increasingly vital. Hopes of 
economic progress were prevalent.

In any community, in any school, in any civic 
or social organization, almost anywhere that 
people are brought together, we find those who 
object, complain, and find fault.

Native Country 
Is Discussed By 
Chapel Speaker 

"'Norway in War and Norway in 
Peace" was discussed by Miss "Sun- 
shine" Bergreen, in the regular as- 
sembly hour on Monday. Miss Berg- 
reen is a native of Norway who has 
been in this country for several years. 

Miss Bergreen's native country is 
surrounded on three sides by the sea, 
and its inhabitants are largely de- 
pendant upon it for their livelihood, 
with fishing as the main industry. 
The speaker also mentioned that the 
Norwegian Merchant Marine is the 
third largest in the world. 

Four percent of the land, Miss 
Bergreen said, is under cultivation, 
and although little machinery can be 
used due to the hilly terrain, farm- 
ing plays' an important part in Nor- 
way's chief occupations. 

Norway is known as the "world's 
most democratic monarchy" as can 
be seen in their extensive school sys- 
tem. The public schools of Norway 
require the mastery of four different 
languages and place emphasis on vo- 
cational guidance as well as educa- 
tion in liberal arts. 

The ideal of the land, is peace, and 
Miss Bergreen said, while skiing 
down the mountain slopes, one has 
the feeling war could not come to 
the land. During the war, the Ger- 
mans alienated the people by attack- 
ing the church. Norway has been a 
Christian nation for 90O years with 
the Lutheran faith as the state re- 
ligion. Having a statewide religion 
enables it to be taught in the public 
schools. 

Miss Gergreen concluded by show- 
ing the difficulty of keeping faith dur- 
ing the occupation period, and she em- 
phasized that love alone could save 
the individual.

All of us, at one time or another 
during our lives, realize something 
that we want very badly. Although 
we cannot measure this in figures or 
lines or put it down in black or 
white, we are very aware of its 
presence, and we strive to accomplish 
it.

The coming of fall and the brand-new school 
year always brings to mind the desire to 'do 
things a little differently, a little better, than be- 
fore — a kind of "let's-get-a-new-face" attitude. 
With that follows the "let's-get-a-good-looking- 
new boy friend" (or improve the old one) theory. 
While all this outward activity is going on, it 
seems only logical that an inner, more serious, 
spiritual change might be in order, too: perhaps 
not "let's get-arnew religion," but at least we 
might better what we do have.

Two of these categories find us sadly lacking. 
It is hard to determine in exactness what could 
be wrong, for within each of us, — the true 
church-goer, the dulled duty-bound attender and 
the drugstore escapist, — there is the same ca- 
pacity to feel our religion, a capacity nutured 
and encouraged by forces at Ward-Belmont. 
The difference lies in how each peKon develops 
his given capacity. 

Perhaps where we are missing the mark of 
truth to the greatest extent is that enough of us 
cannot realize that the Sunday morning service is 
no time to be dreaded as tiresome, or dull duty, 
or waste of precious hours of sleep. It is for each 
and every one of us-»-a gift, a reward. All you 
need to get in is profession of belief. What 
comes in return is immeasurable . . . this year, 
while you're getting the better face and the 
better boyfriend, make a try at a better and im- 
proved religion — you'll find it's a very good idea. 



Miss Lizzie Fort, Former Ward Alumna, 
Celebrates Ninety-Fifth Birthday

In a room whose walls were flanked 
by magnificent oil paintings of her an- 
tecedents Miss Lizzie Fort told of the 
Ward-Belmont of 1872, or, rather,. 
Ward Seminary. Miss Fort's alma 
mater was situated on Eighth Street 
and was to be later united with Bel- 
mont College to emerge as the Ward- 
Belmont of today. 

Miss Fort received her initial edu- 
cation under a governess and entered 
Ward Seminary as a junior. She stud- 
ied her Latin and French, not in skirts 
and sweaters as we do today, but in 
maroon cashemere uniforms in the win- 
ter and in buff colored cottons during 
the spring months. Each morning's 



were preceded by a devotional 
chapel, conducted by Rev. Ward. 

The Wards of yesterday are to Miss 
Fort living persons, beloved and re- 
spected by their students. Miss Fort 
has nothing but praise and deep respect 
for this remarkable couple. Working 
always in complete harmony, they ex- 
ercised great wisdom in influencing the 
lives of the girls of Ward Seminary. 

Into these girls they imparted the 
value of kindness, modesty, honesty, 
courtesy, education, and culture. 

The Wards, of genteel ancestry, 
ninent Nashvillians. Mrs. 
Ward, the former Liza Hudson, was a 
well-educated, dignified, model of per- 
fect behavior. She was also a woman 
who "covered her mouth with her hand 
to hide her smile" when some humor- 
ous incident colored a serious occasion. 
The Ward Seminary did not have

the varied and numerous extra-curric- 
ular activities that are ours today. 
Once a week on Saturday evening they 
had a musical which consisted of stu- 
dent participation.

Upon the death of her father, Col. 
Edmund Augustus Fort, Miss Fort 
and her mother moved from Robertson 
County into Nashville. 

Following her graduation, Miss 
Fort became active in alumnae work. 
A number of years later she was ap- 
pointed President of the Alumnae As- 
sociation of Ward Seminary. MJss 
Fort directed, with the aid of three 
secretaries, the projects of this group. 
They held one meeting a year. From 
Texas, California, Ireland, and many 
other places girls traveled to attend 
this meeting. This Association, with 
its membership of from one hundred 
hundred, was formed 
in the spring of the year of the Nash- 
ville Centennial, of which Miss Fort 
was a board member. Miss Fort later 
became a committee member of the 
Hermitage Association. It was this 
group that restored the home of An- 
drew Jackson. 

Charming, cultured genteel, educat- 
ed, poised — these are but a few of the 
adjectives that describe Miss Lizzie 
Fort. Dr. Provine is more than justi- 
fied in telling his graduates, "You 
would do well to follow the life of 
Miss Lizzie Fort."

when this element takes on major proportions, it 
is time that we give a little careful thought to 
the true meaning of criticism. 

Criticism may be of a very constructive na- 
ture; and, in parallel, one may say that criticism 
may be of an extremely detrimental character. 
Criticism, thoughtfully and carefully submitted, 
is of essential value. Yet, unfortunately, all criti- 
cism does not fall into this category. 

Criticism is not for the general public. It is a 
matter involving only the critic and those con- 
nected with the subject involved. Criticism, to a 
very limited extent, is the rfght and privilege of 
all. This most obviously is not the prerogative of 
the person who is partially ignorant of all of the 
elements to be considered. Criticism necessitates 
allowances. Too often it is the unqualified critic 
who endeavors to speak with authority. We re- 
spect and value immensely the wise critic; this is 
not true of the individual who tends to be hyper- 
critical. 

When it is you who are the critic, carefully 
consider all of the facts involved. Perhaps after 
doing so, you may render all previous decisions 
void and may formulate new ones. It is then that 
you may be deemed a "Wise Critic." 

Be a "Wise Critic" and, likewise, honor that 
criticism which you know to be of just authorship. 
Critiscism, you will always find, Is an essential 
ingredient in this business of Jiving.

founded her own Girls' Preparatory 
School here. Forced to close her 
school because of ill health, she later 
came to Ward-Belmont as a teacher 
of Latin and French. She became 
principal of the preparatory school 
here in 1927 and held that office until 
her retirement in 1945. 

Widely known as an educator, 
Miss Allison was also noted for her 
efforts to stress good manners as wel 
as scholarship. In her farewell ad- 
dress to the graduating class of 1945 
she said, "I hope you will learn to 
value four things: truth, kindness, 
beauty, and purity." 

She was active in the life of the 
community. She held membership in 
the American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, the Centennial Club, 
and the Query Club. In 1937, she 
was elected vice-president of the Na- 
tional Association of Principals of 
Schools for Girls for the Southern 
Region. 

A woman who believed in teaching 
"her girls" the niceties of deportment 
and proper dress along with school 
lessons, Miss Annie never failed to 
take a personal interest in the prob- 
lems of each of her students. 

She once expressed her philosophy 
thus: "If there is a hell, it is re- 
served for those who make snap 
judgments of youth."

can representatives in comparison to 
the necessary discretion under which 
the Yugoslavian representative was 
placed. 

The second speaker was Earl Hin- 
ton from Peabody College who dis- 
cussed the Human Rights Bill, which 
is currently on the UN agenda. 
Much of Mr. Hinton's speech was 
based on the ideas of one of the 
speakers heard at the convention, 
Roger Baldwin. A Human Rights 
Covenant would be comparable to 
the Declaration of Independence and 
Magna Carta. The importance of 
this issue is clearly shown by the fact 
that it is mentioned in the Atlantic 
Charter itself. 

Dorothy Blanchard of Scarrit Col- 
lege spoke on the health conditions 
in other parts of the world. She out 
lined the projects of the World 
Health Organization which functions 
through the Economic and Social 
Council of the UN. These projects 
include the improvement of sanita- 
tion and nutrition in the different 
parts of the world. Miss Blanchard 
brought out the fact that many people 
are living in ignorance of the causes 

v suits of this organization among 
which were the control of the tu- 
berculosis epidemic in Yugoslavia and 
the cholera epidemic in Egypt. 

Maurice Contor of Vanderbilt Col- 
lege, the fifth speaker of the evening, 
spoke of the territorial obligations 
facing the UN and the United States 
in particular. In this category are: 
first, the mandates left from the 
League of Nations; second, the ter- 
ritories separated from the Axis in 
World War II; and third, all de- 
pendent countries. Mr. Contor point- 
ed out that the Trusteeship Council 
is unique in that there is no veto 
and every country has an equal vote. 
The meeting closed after an open 
irum in which the speakers an- 
swered the questions asked by the

Out Challenge 

During World War II, Korea was promised her 
independence. At the end of the war, Korea was 
divided into two parts, Russia being given the 
Northern part and the U. S. the Southern part. 

Russia wants Korea for many reasons. ( I ) They 
want as much territory as possible under the 
Communist domination. (2) If she had Korea she 
would have fairly solid Communist Asiatic coast. 

13) It would give her a jumping off spot to Japan. 
4) Both Russia and China have a common inter- 
est in preventing an off shore great power from 
utilizing this strategically located peninsula as a 
beachhead for invasion of the mainland as Japan 
did from 1 895 to 1945. 

Some authorities think that Russia is trying to 
incite World War III. However, we believe that 
Russia only hoped to end Western influence on 
the peninsula. 

At the first of the campaign North Korean 
forces backed up to the Southern most tip of 
Korea, and it looked as though it would be an- 
other Dunkirk for the United Nations forces.

During the year we eat hundreds 
of meals in the dining room without 
realizing what a phenomenal opera- 
tion is carried on in the kitchen each 
day. Most of us are familiar with 
the twenty-seven maids and twelve 
waiters that serve us ; however, there 
are many more helpers that work be- 
hind the scene to produce each meal. 
The kitchen staff consists of seventy- 
six ltoyal workers that are all proud 
to be a part of W-B. 

The wholesalers bring in the non- 
re a week.
